The Assurance Of Peace. 

That France wishes passion- 
ately for peace, nobody will 
doubt. Her every interest lies 
in peace. The main point upon 
which the British mind differs 
from the French in this matter 
is in believing that peace is best 
assured by an Arms Convention 
that would put definite limits to 
Germany’s rearmament,. and 
would see that those limits were 
observed under international 
supervision. In the absence of 
such a Convention nothing ex- 
cept force will prevent a great 
nation securing the means of de- 
fence. Force nobody is prepar- 
ed to apply. In holding, as she 
appears to do, that there is no 
answer to Germany's increase in 
defensive power but the- main- 
tenance and the probable in- 
crease of her own forces, France 
appears to accept a counsel of 
despair, and to overlook the fact 
that Germany had actually made 
substantial . offers of limitation 
and delay. 

It is true that, with that 
talent for doing the wrong thing 
at the wrong time that dis- 
tinguishes German policy in re- 
Jation to her neighbours, Ger- 
many provided for heavy in- 
creases in her Military Budget at 
the moment when there seemed 
to be a possibility of some hope- 
ful outcome of the discussions. 
Yet that very fact, rightly con- 
sidered, is a warning that Ger- 
many, free from any restrictive 
covenant, will arm again to the 
limit of her capacity and may 
bring back to Europe the night- 
mare.of war. It surely cannot 
be the last word in statesman- 
ship to accept that possibility as 
an inescapable fact, and to meet 
{t by ‘increased armaments in 
other countries, entirely dis- 
regarding ’ Germany's offer- o

British Foreign Trade. 


The.increase in foreign trade 
recorded recently shows a con- 
tinuance of the improvement in 
trade at home, more especially 
because the bulk of the im- 
provement in imports is in raw 
materials and part-manufactured 
goods. Manufacturers in Bri- 
tain are buying with more con- 
fidence, and their purchases pro- 
mise additional activity in the 
factories, All comparisons with 
March of last year are affected 
by the fact that the Easter holi- 
days Iessened the working days 
this year. Otherwise it is prob- 
able that all sections of the trade 
returns would have shown re- 
sults even more strongly con- 
firmatory of the improvement in 
foreign trade. 

If the comparisons are extend- 
ed back to 1982 and taken for 
the firat three months of the 
year, the real gain in the ten- 
dency of British trade is mani- 
fest. Imports for that period 
are £9,620,000 less than in 1932, 
and exports tare higher by 
£2,380,000, The alteration in 
the balance of trade at which the 
National Government aimed has 
been brought about. In some as- 
pects the latest: figures are- not 
80 satisfactory.
